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Described from Switzerland and known previously from the Middle-European mountain areas, in addition to the 
distribution given in «Fauna Europea» database (Merz & Korneyev, 2004), this species is here recorded from several 
European localities, as well as Russian North Caucasus (Asia) based on material deposited in Museum fur Naturkunde, 
Berlin, Germany (MNKB), Naturalis, Leiden, the Netherlands (RMNH), I.I.Schmalhausen Institute of Zoology, Kyiv, 
Ukraine (SIZK), and Zoologische Staatssammlung, Munich, Germany (ZSSM).
